REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 and 5-25 were pending in the application. Claims 10, 11, 14, 21 and 24 
have been amended. Claims 9, 18, 19 and 20 have been canceled. No claims have been 
added. Therefore, claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-17 and 21-25 are now pending and submitted for 
reconsideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner's allowance of claims 1-3, 5-8 and 17 is greatly appreciated. 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to for failing to include a description of Figure 4 in the 
specification and for failing to show every feature as specified in the claims. Applicant has 
amended the specification to include a brief description of Figure 4 as suggested by the 
Examiner. In addition, applications have canceled claim 19. Reconsideration and approval 
of the drawings are respectfully requested. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 14-16 and 18-23 are objected to for informalities. Claim 14 has been amended 
where appropriate. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections are respectfully 
requested. 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 9, 14-16, 18-19 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,601,870 ("Suzuki"). Claims 14-15 and 22-23 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,022,043 ("Harnisch"). 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 10-13 and 20 contain allowable 
subject matter. Claims 10 and 1 1 have been rewritten into independent form and Applicant 
respectfully submits that claims 10, 1 1 and dependent claims 12-13 are now in condition for 
allowance. 
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Claim 14 has been rewritten to include the subject matter of allowable claim 20. 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that claim 14 and dependent claims 15, 16, 18, 19 
and 21-23 are now in condition for allowance. 

Claims 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 5,527,063 ("Garner") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,348,339 ("Turner"). 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are respectfully requested for at least the 
following reasons. 

Claim 24 has been amended to include subject matter from allowable claim 20. For 
example, claim 24 requires that the "molded plastic body includes a discontinuous periphery." 
Further, Garner and Turner, taken together or separately, fail to disclose teach or suggest a 
"discontinuous periphery." Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of 
claim 24 are respectfully requested. 

Claim 25 depends from claim 24 and is allowable therewith, for at least the reasons 
set forth above, without regard to the further patentable subject matter set forth in this 
dependent claim. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application, as amended, is respectfully requested.
